ARIZONA TERRITORY. 


Under the administration of Gov- 
ernor F. A. Tritle the busy little Ter- 
ritory of Arizona is taking her place 
in the front rank as a mineral-pro— 
ducing country. When Governor Tri- 
tle took his seat Arizona was in a dis- 
turbed condition. The civilized world 
had been shocked by the commission 
of a series of terrible crimes, and the 
perpetrators went scot free. The civil 
officers seemed powerless to bring 
them to justice. There was a feeling 
of insecurity of life and property 
whicbJcrippled every industry and was 
damaging to the advancement of any 
enterprise. The Tucson Citizen speaks 
of Governor Tritle as follows: 


Governor Tritle at the outset found 
himself environed with difficulties 
that would have daunted a less deter- 
mined man and one unschooled in 
frontier life. Fortunately for the Ter- 
titory the Governor had been schooled 
in the turbulent scenes of Nevada, 
and was fertile in resources. Notonly 
was the disorder a cause of annoyance 
and alarm, but the Executive was with- 
out means at his disposal to accom- 
plish what his judgment dictated. He 
used every available means to restore 
peace and quiet and a feeling of se- 
curity. How well he succeeded in 
epite of the difficulties surrounding 
him the present condition of the Ter- 
ritory furnishes\the best evidence. 

Through his exertions in the terri- 
tory and at Washington has the pres 
ent condition of affairs been wrought. 
In Washington he succeeded in secur- 
ing the ear of the administration until 
the general government gave notice 
that if the local court authorities were 
powerless to suppress crime and in- 
sure , good order, and security 
of life and sm ni the full power of 
the United States government would 
be exerted for that purpose. The 
effect was marked, in spite of the 
protests of the cowboy element. 
Through his instrumentality General 
Crook was placed in charge of this de- 
partment, which is a guarantee that 
we shall have no more such miserable 
fiascos as Wilcox’s campaign against 
the Indians in the summer of 1881. 

The United States Courts have also 
been put in operation and are getting 
at the bottom of some of the causes 
which have led to Indian troubles and 
lawlessness in this territory. The 
United States Courts have been prac- 
tically dormant for years, and the pub- 
lic had come to look on federal au- 
thority with contempt. The laws 

were violated with impunity. This 
condition of affairs is at an end. 

The Territorial Courts are also dis- 
playing more vigor in dealing with 
crimes and criminals. ‘Robbery and 
murder have ceased to be safe pas- 
times, and those convicted of crime 
are given the full extremity of the law. 
The result is satisfactory to law-abid- 
ing citizens. This is no longer the 
outlaw’s paradise, but a territory 
where the law is enforced and where 
life and property are as secure as io 
more favored sections of the Union. 

Thie healthful state of affairs is 
largely the result of the efforts of Gov- 
ernor Tritle, who less than one year 
ago entered the gubernatorial office. 


The Gazette predicts that if the 
people of that Territory will give Gov- 
ernor Tritle their support he will bring 
the country up to a high moral stand- 
ard and make her one of the most 
prosperous on the coast. 


The Idaho Legislature assembled at 
Boise City on Monday. The Council 
stands: Six Republicans, 3 Mormons, 
2 Anti-Mormon Democrats and 1 
Democratic Mormon. They have 
elected Colonel E. A. Wall, Anti- 
Mormon Democrat, President. The 
House stands : Twelve Republicans, 7 
Mormons, 5 Democratic Mormons. 
They have voted three days without 
electing a permanent Speaker. The 
Mormon and Anti-Mormon issue is 
about as bitter here asin Utah’. The 


' Democrats and Republicans who affi- 


liate with the Mormons are classed as 
‘* Jack’? Mormons. 


A remarkably cold wave is being 
experienced in the East. Last Satur- 
day the thermometer registered 10 de- 
grees below zero at New York, and 
Washington telegrams say the Poto- 
mac 1s frozen solid for a long distance, 
something not known before at this 
season in the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant. There is quite a contrast 
between the local weather and the 
Arctic wave on the Atlantic seaboard. 
In Reno we have su.nmer weather, 
with the'exceptios of an hour or two 
in the morning, when the air is oe 
and bracing. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The following from the Pioneer Press 
gives a good idea of Minnesota weath- 
er: The blizzard abated about mid- 
night on Wednesday, and was followed 
by a season of quiet, cold weather, 
which lasted well intothe day. ‘Then 
came a relaxation of the frigid ten- 
sion, and the day closed with percept- 
ibly warmer weather. The lowest 
registery of the thermometer in St. 
Paul yesterday was 18 degrees below 
zero, 


There are in San Francisco four 
private residences, worth together 
more than $3,000,000. They belong 
severally to ex-Governor Staoford, 
Charles Crocker, Mrs. Mark Hopkins 
and Mr. Clinton, who represent about 
$130,000,000 of wealth. These mag- 
nificent structures stand unoccupied 
about 10 months of each year.

Scraps of Interest from a Moun- 
tain Town. 
[Leader of the 15th.] 

Hay is still being hauled from Sierra 
Valley. It is something unusual for 
the road over the summit to be open 
at this season of the year. 

Alex. Cunningham, who has been 
working for Jas. Davideon cutting 
logs, was severely injured the other 
day by a stick flying up and striking 
him io the eve. 

Some time ago two petitions were 
circulated, one praying that Johns- 
town be declared a postoffice with H. 
Willoughby as P. M., and one that 
Johnsville also be declared a postoflice 
with J. H. Fletcher as P.M. The 
Government, not to be mean, granted 
the request of both. This mixes mat- 
ters somewhat, and it is probable that 
one of the offices will be abolished, 
but whether Johnstown will be Johns- 
ville or Johnsville Johnstown we have 
not been able to ascertain. 


We notice an item going the rounds 
of the press to the effect that the pro 
duction of butter in Sierra Valley last 
year amounted to 87,050 pounds. This 
surely must be a mistake. We know 
of one man alone in the valley who 
purchases over 150,000 pounds of 
Sierra Valley butter yearly, and there 
are a number of others who do nearly 
if not quite that amount of business in 
the butter line. The production of 
butter in Sierra Valley cannot be less 
than 500,000 pounds annually. Some 
difference. 


A Good Suggestion. 

J.L. McFarlin has suggested that 
the Fire Trustees put up a telephone 
line from the engine house to the 


Water Company’s reservoir on the hill 
back of the School for Girls. It 
weuld be a splendid idea, and might 
save much vaiuable property.

WESTERN TELECRAMS. 


Ldaho—The Governor's Message— 
Polygamy. 
San Francisco, Dec. 17. 


A Boise City, Idaho, dispatch says: 
The Territorial Legislature is now 
organized. The Assembly has elected 
D. W. Fouch (Rep.) Speaker. The 
Goverpor’s message was delivered last 
evéning before joint session. He de- 
nounces in strong terms the evils of 


polygamy, which to a certain extent 
prevail in Idaho. He says: ‘‘ If the 
Mormon church caouvt survive the 
loss of this criminal practice, it de- 
serves to perish from the face of the 
earth.” He suggests the adoption of 
sOme measure so that no person shall 
be excluded from testifying in any 
proceeding of polygamy on account 
vf marriage relations with defendant; 
that cohabitation with more than one 
woman shall be considered a continu- 
ous offense; that to preach the doctrine 
of polygamy or encourage others to 
enter into polygamous relations be 
punished severly as a crime in itself; 
that Congress be memorialized to 
amend the present anti-polygamy laws; 
calls attention to the fact that in sev- 
eral counties of ldabo Mormons both 
vote and hold office; that the prohibi- 
tions of the Edmunds bill should ap- 
ply to that territory as well as Utah; 
and also directs attention to present de- 
fects in the election laws of Idaho 
and suggests remedies. 


Shooting Scrape---Two Men Seri- 
ously Wounded by a Stray Bul- 
let. .

new building is much better con- 
structed and arranged in every way 
than the one destroyed by fire last 
Fall. The building occupies the same 
site as the old factory, just below the 
town, and on the north side of the C, 
P. railroad track. The building is two 
full stories high, 54 feetin width by 
168 long. On the lower floor the heavy 
machinery is located, and comprises 


four large planers of the latest im- 
proved pattern, two re-sawing ma- 
chines, two small planers for surfacing 
refuse pine (suitable tor box ends or 
sides), besides other machivery re- 
quired in the business. The upper 
portion of the building is occupied by 
the necessary machinery for making 
doors, sash, blinds, mouldings and 
brackets. In that room the turning 
lathes, scroll saws, etc., are located. 
All the glazing will be done on the 
second floor. On the north side of the 
main building is the engine room, dry 
house and machine shops. The engine 
and boiler room is 14x52 feet. In 
this department all the drafting is 
done. It requires three large tubular 
boilers 14 feet lohg by 52 inches in 
diameter, to futnisté the steam requis- 
ite to drive the ma¢hinery and supply 
the steam pipes in the dry house, The 
engine is 90 horse power, and one of 
the best on the cuast. The dry house 
is 26x38 feet, constructed of stone. 
The walle are two feet in thickness. 
The steam pipes are immediately un- 
der the stringers or piling places, and 
contain 3,000 running feet of pipes, 
varying in size from 11¢ to 4 inches. 
Either end of this room can be thrown 
open to admit tuking in lumber 24 
feet long. Tracks are laid from the 
outer door to accommodate a car 20 
feet long. There are several cars of 
this size that may be loaded up from 
the outside, run into the dry house, 
the lumber seasoned, and run through 
into the main room, there to be 
worked up. Lumber taken green 
from the saw can be thoroughly sea- 
soned, ready to be worked, in a week’s 
time. The company have constructed 
tracks running in every direction 
through their lumber-yard, making the 
handling of lumber both inexpensive 
and convenient. A large steam elevator 
connects the two floors‘in the main 
building, of sufficient size to transfer 
such material as is necessary, from 
ope room to the other. Every pre- 
caution has been taken to guard 
against fire. On either side of the 
roof there are two large tanks 
running the entire length of. the 
structure, besides one on the roof 
of the engine room. Fire hose are 
attached to several hydrants con- 
veniently distribgted at different 
points.

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THE COUNTY'S PLAZA. 
What has been done about the Lot 
Bought by the Commissioners. 
It seems the Board of County Com 
missioners were a little hasty in buy- 
ing the plot of ground in frunt of the 
Lake House property. They have 
corrected their error by going about 
it in a business-like way. The Koard 
requested the District Judge to ap- 


point three disinterested men to ap- 
praise the property. Judge King ap- 
pointed T. K. Hymers, A. A. Longley, 
and W. F. Berry. The gentlemen 
completed their work to day and 
have reported. They find that the 
plot of ground immediately in front 
of the Court House is designated 
on the maps as a plaza, J. E. 
Jones and A. J. Hatch holding an 
agreement from M. C. Lake (as 
Lake was formerly the owner) that the 
ground shall be used as such. They 
also found that M. J. Smith owned a 
lot 50° feet square on the northwest 
corner of the Plaza, which the Board 
had agreed to buy, the purchase price 
being $800. The lot in question is in 
front of the Lake House property, the 
south boundary of it being parallel 
with the north boundary of the Court 
House lot.

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GOOD RULES. 


Governor Tritle’s Method of Pre- 

venting Indiscriminate Pardons. 

The Governor of Arizona has estab- 
lished the following excellent rules 
governing applications for pardons: — 

1st. A notice must be given through 
a newspaper published at or near the 
locality where the offense was com- 
mitted, for which the party seeking 
pardon is incarcerated. Said notice 
to be signed by the attorneys of par— 
ties who make the application, and 
given at least fifteen days notice be- 
fore the application is made. 

2d. The testimony in full, which 
appears in the case, must be filed in 
the Governor’s office. 

3d. The testimony must set forth 
fully the grounds for asking a pardon. 

4th. The petition must be signed 
by the judge before whom the ease 
wag tried, the grand jury who found 
the indictment, the petit jury that 
tried the case, and a reasonable num- 
ber of citizens of the county or vicin- 
ity where the offense was committed. 
In case of failure to get judge and 
jury’s signatures the reasons of such 
failure must be given.
